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Typo Union 
Still Defies 
Law of Land 


The recent labor dispute involving a few me­ 
chanical employes of the Bristol Daily Courier 
and rlhe Levittown Times was triggered by an 
outside union teaming up with a handful of self- 
seeking and ambitious labor leaders endeavoring to 
seize control of the free press in Lower Bucks 
county. 


A free press, as you know, is a basic element in 
our American system of democratic government. 
\Y hen it is no longer free, then we no longer have 
democracy. This our forefathers knew when they 
wisely guaranteed this freedom in the Constitution 
of the United States. 


Our mechanical employes were not dissatisfied 
with wages, hours, fringes, working conditions. Nor 
were they dissatisfied with the “open shop” opera­ 
tion which the Bristol Printing company, owner and 
publisher of the Courier and Times, has used since 
it was founded in 1910. 


These 
employes 
were frightened away from 
highly compensated employment by shameful in­ 
timidation and threats of reprisal and physical 
harm by these labor leaders, completely insensi­ 
tive to the real and wholesome economic security 
they were building for themselves and their fami­ 
lies. 


The outside union is known as the International 
Typographical Union. Those several labor leaders 
abetting this union were in no way identified with 
the printing and publishing trades, nor are any of 
the unions they might represent remotely related 
to the printing and publishing trades. 
This International Typographical Union has re­ 
fused to sign non-Communist affidavits and has re­ 
fused to reveal those records required by law which 
would enable it to be certified by the National 
Labor Relations Board. 
Because of this defiance of the law the Interna­ 
tional Typographical Union has no standing what­ 
soever before the National Labor Relations Board. 
Because of this defiance of the law it cannot 
bring unfair labor practice charges and cannot re­ 
quire the National Labor Relations Board to con­ 
duct elections for it without the consent of the 
publisher when engaged in organizing a local union. 
This is significant: 
Other unions throughout the land utilize the 
benefits and abide by the rulings of the National 
Labor Relations Board. 
But not the International Typographical Union. 
It has simply declared the law of the land “uncon­ 
stitutional.” 


Newspapers are particularly vulnerable to strike 
threats. 


Suspension of publication can bring great finan­ 
cial loss and even failure to merchants who rely 
upon its advertising to stay in business. 


Suspension of publication also means paralyza­ 
tion of community communications and complete 
disruption of community and governmental opera­ 
tion. 
# 
Factories in other industries may close down, 
take inventory, make repairs, and bide their time 
during a strike and return to business as usual 
when the strike is settled. 


But newspapers, being a public service to the 
public, to the community and to so many private 
interests, must keep on publishing. 


In time of strike they must find other employes 
to continue this publication. These new employes 
become their permanent employes and the strikers 
alter a reasonable period must find employment 
elsewhere. 


T here is a vast difference between a strike in 
the 
newspaper 
industry and 
those 
in other 
industries. 


Most strikes brought about by the International 
Typographical Union have never been “settled” 
as the genet a1 public is accustomed to seeing 
sti ikes in the automotive and steel industries, 
for example, settled. 


The fact is that the newspapers struck by the 
I. 1. I . have since and for many years maintained 
open shops and no longer have union contracts. The 
International typographical Union maintains that 
a strike is unsettled even when it, the union, has 
been without employment on the newspaper for 
ten 01 fifteen years and its members have no pros­ 
pects of returning. 


In 1957 no less than 18 of the 31 strikes against" 
newspapers of the country were called by the 
I. T. U. It succeeded in winning only one of them 
only because the publisher in this instance was 
compelled by a cut-throat competitive situation to 
capitulate to save his investment. 


In spite of a United States Supreme Court de­ 
cision in 1952 protecting publishers Lorn unfair 
demands of the typographical union and a U. S. 
C ourt of Appeals decision in 1953 directing the 
National Labor Relations Board to require the 
I. T. U. to stop violating the Taft-Hartley law, the 
International Typographical Union is still unlaw­ 
fully threatening strikes and calling strikes.
